24 (1) (a)  The Legislature fixes salaries for the constitutional offices as follows:

25 [(a)] (i)  Governor  $101,600

26 [(b)] (ii)  Lieutenant Governor  $79,000

27 [(c)] (iii)  Attorney General  $85,400
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28 [(d)] (iv)  State Auditor  $81,500

29 [(e)] (v)  State Treasurer  $79,000

30 (b)  Beginning July 1, 2009, the annual salary of the attorney general shall be 95% of

31 the governor's salary.

32 (2)  The Legislature fixes benefits for the constitutional offices as follows:
